Wecan hardly 
imagine what intelligent foreigners, 
European continentalists for in- 
stance,must think when they become 
first acquainted with the perfect free- 
dom and nonchalence with which 
American newspapers discuss mo- 
mentous and vital questions, cut and 
slash public measures and _ scarify 
prominent men without mercy. 


Our Dominion press also takes 
full advantage of the perfect liberty 
itenjoys. Long may it do so and may 
such liberty never degenerate into 
license. We must say, however, we 
like not the airy carelessness with 
which some of our contemporaries 
indulge in comments on the com- 
parative merits of the British con- 
nection and we are greatly mistaken 
if the thoughtlul reading public en- 
joy the numberless drenches of 
dreary verbiage which a portion of 
the Canadian press continues pour- 
ing over the land on the unalloyed 
benefits of commercial union and 
those jeremiads on the unmitigated 
evils of centralization, the decided 
ill-success of the Confederation and 
the sins and shortcomings of our 
rulers in gross and in detail, in which 
these press pessimists virtually tell 
us the country is going to the dogs. |
